LIQUOR STRONG . 

The ,growing piant is a living 
being which links man: to the soil, 
says B, Leslie) Eimslie in the current 
issue of his “Farm ‘News Letter”,

Soil Formation 

Soils partake of the nature of the 
rocks from which. they have wen 
formed by agelong processes of 
weathering and chemical decompo- 
sition. Sedentary soils are those 
formed in their present locatio. 0 
plateaus or moderate slopes. Alluvas 
soils, found in valleys and deltas, are 
the accumulation of debris washe:} 
down from the hillsides or carried 
and deposited by streams. (nner 


and position to glacial action. Most 
of these “mineral” soils contain from 
two .to three per cent of humus 
which, though imperfectly under- 
stood, is usually referred to as de- 
composed onganic or vegetable mat- 
ter..There are also the peat and 
muck soils formmed in swamps 
through the successive growth and 
decay of plants, muck being peat in 
a more advanced stage of decompo- 
sition. The more prevalent mineral 
soils contain varying proportions of 
clay and sand. When clay predomin- 
ates the soil is heavy, and' if sand is 
the chief constituent the soil is 
light. Aictually, by volume, sand 
weighs more than olay, but the 
terms refer to the rellative eage with 
which the soil may be worked. 
Mucks differ widely from mineral 
soils in that the former consists 
largely of vegetable matter with but 
little mineral substance. They are 


‘high in total nitrogen but low in 
phosphate and potash. 
Plant Food Needs 
‘Considering that ‘the upper six- 


inch layer of a medium loam soil 
weighs about two million pounds per 
acre, one realizes that the relatively 
small amounts of plant food sub- 
stances supplied ‘by, say, 500 lbs. of 
a 2-12-6 fertilizer Could scarcely be 
detected in a chemical analysis of 
the soil. Yet these minute amounts 
of plant food will exert a distinct in- 
fluence on crop. growth, because 
they are furnished in readily assim- 
lable forms and in quantity suffi- 
cient for the plants’ meagre needs 
at the outset. Plants consist largely 
of water, and the carbon which 
represents half’ their dry matter 
they abstract from the atmosphere.

Most incubators are manufacsared 
for use in districts where* moisture 
content of the air is higher than on 
the Canadian prairies. The humidity 
in the incubator should be from 50 
to 60 per cent which may be ascer- 
tained by use of a hygrometer for 
sale wherever incubator thermomet- 
ens and lies are sold. Reason- 
able humidity maintained in the in- 
cubator room is essential in regulat- 
ing the moisture in the incubator.

Sand trays 
orany provision for moisture made 
by the manufacturer of the incuba- 
tor should be used and if the humid- 
ity cannot be maintained at 50 or 
60 per cent, other provisions should 
be made. Such methods as sprinkling 
of eggs and increasing moisture in 
sand tnays have frequently proven 
inadequate for prairie conditions. 
At the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Scott, Sask., moisture 
pads are made by wrapping cloth 
or burlap around a piece of a Shingle 
or thin board and binding tightly 
with wire. These pads vary in size 
from one inch thick, two inches wide 
and four inches long, te nearly twice 
the size and are: suspended by a4 
wire a ‘few inches below the heat 
pipe in the top of the incubator. 
The number. of pads used and the 
frequency of dipping them in water 
depends upon the size of incubator 
and ventilation provided. The humid-

Europe is buying much more 
wheat than even the most optimis- 
tic expent forecasted at the start of 
the season. 
| On August 1st, 1936, Mr. Broom- 
hall—one of the World's greatest 
authorities—-estimated that for tnis 
crop year Europe would purchase 
420 million bushels; the Orient and 
other countries an additional 120 
million, making a total of 540 mil- 
lion. On December 30th Mr. Broom- 
j}hall concluded that Europe) wwuuld 
take 28 million bushels more than he 
at first estimated, thus making: 2 
World total prospective\ demand of 
568 million. 

For the past three mnths the 
rate of European purch has ex- 
ceeded even Mr. Broomhall’s higher 
estimate and it looks as though the 
World total imports may finally be 
nearer 600 million bushels than 568.

He 
explained that the unfortunate delay, 
was caused by the fact that he nad 
been ‘literally submerged with other 
matters that had to have immedi- 
ate attention, and promised to do his 
utmost to have the decision reudy 
by the date mentioned. 

On March 30th last, I interviewed 
Mr. H. G. Morris of the Maple Leaf 
Oils Ltd, enquiring as to his atti- 
tude with regard to his Company 
supplying the Town of Wainwright 
with gas. He intimated he was 
quite willing to do so, suggesting 
that the Town write, taking the 
matter up with him. I gathered 
from him that it was his intention 
to ask a higher rate than was stated 
in his criginal offer. I did not pursue 


lthe matter, further, preferring that 


the business ‘be carried on directly 
by Council thyough its secretary. 
Referring back to my interview 
with Neil D, Maclean, K.C., I took 
up with him the matter as to what 
the position of the Town would be 
in the event of the value of the in- 
stallation as set by the Chairman of 
the Utility Board being acceptanle 
to the Town and not to the Wain- 
wright Gas Company. Our Council 
replied that on 2 point of law the 
Town could put in its own plant, 
and request the Wainwright Gas 
Company to take its installation
